Neils, I worked for AT&T for 31+ years and obtained two 1A keys from the 
Wash 1 DC telegraph test board in 1965 when the boards were being torn out. 
The last AT&T telegraph school that am aware of was in 1957 in Philadelphia 
PA. It was the custom at the time to train all test men in the art of 
telegraphy because the order wires (communications channels between central 
offices) were telegraph lines. This is the land or original Morse not the 
radio Morse we use today. I do know that Western Electric kept the 1A 
telegraph key in their card catalog into the 1970's but I do not know when 
it originated. I feel that its introduction occurred prior to the turn of 
the century. If you find out additional information please let me know 
also. TNX

Guys, 


The Knightlites have been working on a couple of kits that may 
interest the builders in our group. Let me know if you're interested, 
so I can plan for the initial batch of kits. 


First, the Lancer! 

This is a SCAF Audio filter with a knife edge notch filter. It will 
cut through the QRM, just wiping out the QRO station parked beside the 
QRP station you're trying to hear! It's on a little board about 2" X 
2-1/4" and is designed to plug into the K2! It requires slight 
modification to the K2 case if you want the controls (a switch and a 
pot) attached to the K2. (Just requires a couple of notches cut on 
the left edge of the top for the slickest installation) 


This filter will also work with other QRP rigs! All you have to do is 
install it in the audio chain right before the final audio IC. 


We expect to ship this kit for about $25. It will consist of the 
board and all parts, but no case, since it will be an internal 
installation in most rigs. 


Randy, WJ4P, designed this one, and will have an article on it in the 
next QRP Quarterly. 


Second, the Keylite! 

This is a little black box with LCD display and some jacks for 
connecting a standard keyboard, paddles and your rig. When you type 
on the keyboard, it sends morse code through your rig, and you watch 
the letters you've float across the display. A buffer allows you to 
correct mistakes before they're sent! It's also a memory keyer. 


Now, that's not all! This little black box, when connected to your 
computer via the included RS-232 cable becomes a PIC programmer! We 
will not supply the software, but will provide download sources. 


This kit will ship for about $50, and will include the board, all 
parts and the case. 


So, what are you interested in? The Keylite or the Lancer, or both? 
We are probably just going to make about 100 of each. (we aren't 
ready to take orders, yet)

The Knightlites have been working on a couple of kits that may 
interest the builders in our group. Let me know if you're interested, 
so I can plan for the initial batch of kits. 


First, the Lancer! 

This is a SCAF Audio filter with a knife edge notch filter. It will 
cut through the QRM, just wiping out the QRO station parked beside the 
QRP station you're trying to hear! It's on a little board about 2" X 
2-1/4" and is designed to plug into the K2! It requires slight 
modification to the K2 case if you want the controls (a switch and a 
pot) attached to the K2. (Just requires a couple of notches cut on 
the left edge of the top for the slickest installation) 


This filter will also work with other QRP rigs! All you have to do is 
install it in the audio chain right before the final audio IC. 


We expect to ship this kit for about $25. It will consist of the 
board and all parts, but no case, since it will be an internal 
installation in most rigs. 


Randy, WJ4P, designed this one, and will have an article on it in the 
next QRP Quarterly. 


Second, the Keylite! 

This is a little black box with LCD display and some jacks for 
connecting a standard keyboard, paddles and your rig. When you type 
on the keyboard, it sends morse code through your rig, and you watch 
the letters you've float across the display. A buffer allows you to 
correct mistakes before they're sent! It's also a memory keyer. 


Now, that's not all! This little black box, when connected to your 
computer via the included RS-232 cable becomes a PIC programmer! We 
will not supply the software, but will provide download sources. 


This kit will ship for about $50, and will include the board, all 
parts and the case. 


So, what are you interested in? The Keylite or the Lancer, or both? 
We are probably just going to make about 100 of each. (we aren't 
ready to take orders, yet)

I stand in awe!! I had a fun contest but didn't score as well as either of 
them! 


I called CQ for about 1/4 of my QSO's on Saturday and then almost exclusively 
worked S and P on Sunday. In about 9 and 1/2 hours, I had 215 Q's, with 70 
Sections, and a raw score of 30,100. 


I only worked one other QRP station. And heard 2-3 others. 


My biggest disappointment was not working New Mexico, Mississippi, or West Texas 
for what should have been easy QSO's. 


I only worked San Diego, Orange and San Francisco sections in the last 


90-minutes of the contest --- and all are within 300 mi of my QTH. Unlike the 
SS CW contest, there were, however, plenty of E Wash, and Wyo stations on --- I 
must have worked 3-4 of each! I had very little luck with the VE stations on 
Saturday (only worked VE6) but on Sunday I added VE7, VE5, VE4, VE3 --- and 


never heard the Maritimes, Long Island or South Carolina. I did get K1ZZ, W1AW, 
VI, PR, 3-4 stations from Hawaii, + KL7. I got VY1 on 40M. 


It was a fun contest --- (perhaps not as much fun as the CW weekend) -- but 
still enjoyable. It was my first contest using TR-Log AND a good preview of 
what to expect from the software next week in the CQWW CW contest. 


There was a Murphy component in my test as well --- the wires on my mic broke 
midway thru Sunday and I had to stop and repair the mic (it is attached to the 
head set). Until I fixed it, I had to use a hand mic, and that made it 
impossible to type the log, etc. Whine, whine! 


One more thing: even if you only worked one QSO -- please send your log in to 
ARRL to officially enter the contest.

Hello folks, 
Some of you may recall my note last week about a problem 
of sensitivity with the Kitchin Regen I built. The 


receiver worked much better with the ‘scope ground attached 
than without it. 


I received a couple notes from Charles Kitchin, the 
author of the original article. Charles was of the opinion 
that the ground should not be needed, and that there was 
something wrong with my implementation...he pointed out 
a couple components which might be suspect. 


When I had orginally ordered the parts I needed from 
Mouser, I included an order for some 1n34's. They sent 
some substitute parts, on which even with my relatively 
young eyes, I could not read any part number. 


I went out to Radio Shack and bought a packet of 10 1n34's 
for $1.19 (I am always surprised what I can buy from my 
local RadioShack). I swapped out the 1n34 and the receiver 
came alive. No ground needed. Now, if anything, it is 
too alive...I need to learn how to tame it. 


I have learned a new thing while doing this. I tend to 
assume that all parts are the same, and that the radio 
will either work or not work. The radio was working, but 
not as well as it might. 


Since most of the SWL stations I will listen to are in 
the 49 meter band, I will probably swap out my 0-225pf 
variable for a fixed cap, and a smaller variable to cover 
that band, and hopefully give me better selectivity. 


Thanks to Charles, and everyone else who wrote with 
suggestions.

On CW, QRP-Dupe sends your response automatically but still you 
must enter 4 things manually. That is 20% better than on phone but still a 
problem for one person trying to work stations fast.

First, some ops are faster than others - I find I can keep up 
with the slower speakers. Listen to how they call and you have 
a clue as to how fast they will throw it all at you. 


Second, you may find it more comfortable to copy someone else's 
exchange before you call - your Q rate will stink but it isa 
great way to get used to it - your exchange will be almost 
identical to the one sent to the previous station (except for 
the serial number of course, but you know that will be plus one 
to the previous). In fact, if I am waiting my turn, I often have 
it all keyed in ready to go by the time I make the contact. 


Third, you do use a footswitch to key the radio, right? Keeps 
your hands free for logging and twiddling. 


Finally, I always keep a scratch pad next to the keyboard. If I 
even think I might miss something, I copy it to paper first, 
and then key it in. Also a great place to keep track of any 
multipliers you've spotted for later reference.

Some folks have reported difficulty in getting full power out from their 
Warblers. To that end the designer Dave, NN1G, has suggested 

changing C10 from 220 pf to 330 pf. This has helped some folks get 

3-4 watts PEP on a 13.8 V power supply as opposed to 2 W before the 
change. 


Here's the word from Dave: 


"The NJ QRP club has already incorporated this change into the 
upcoming run of Warbler kits. If you already have a Warbler, there's 
no reason to make this change unless you're getting inadequate power 
output from the rig. If you're already getting rated power out, this 
change will not yield more output from the rig." 


For what it's worth I've built two of them, a beta and a production 
version and both have produced full power with the proper power 
supply voltage. YMMV depending on component tolerances.
